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About 4 o'clock on Monday afternoon, a daring at- 
tempt was made by the conviéts in the State Prifon to effe& 
an efcape ; their plan wes Conceived with ingeouiry, and 
conduéted with a prompticade and beldnefs that furprized 
the caution, and rendered inefieétual the refilleace of the 
keepers. it originated with the fhoemakers in the,jouth 
wing, who firit having feized the affittaut keeper, and 
Noah Gardner, who had charge of them, broke the bars 
acrofs the chimaey ? and afcending a certain height, knock- 
ed the bricks throngh, and thus made an opening into one 
of the front rooms on the fecond floor---this being appro- 
jated we underftand, to one or two of the keepers as a 
lodging chamber, was unguarded, avd opened a paffage to 
the whole building. The firft thing they did was to cut 
the bell rope, to prevent any alarm being given : having 
ken this neceffary precaution, they defcemded the ftairs, 
and ruthed fuddenly in a body on the keepers, difarmed 
them, and feized their keys ; thus poffeffed of certain means 
of efcape, they next provided themfelves with the means 
of defence by fecuring the arms they could come at. Mean- 
time Captaio Pray, the keeper of the prifon, apprized of 
the citcumftance ran in and attempted to feize the villians, 
bot was bimfelf inflantly ftrack down, flabbed twice, and 
feverely bruifed. They left him and proceeded to the 
front gate, feized the keeper of it, and wrefted from bim 
the key,--they opened the gate deliberately, fallied into the 
soad; and bad the impudence even to HUZZA as they pro- 
ceeded to the fhore. Having found a boat ready for their 
purpole, they rowed to the oppofite fide of the North- 
river, and landed a little above Houboken ferry-houfe.

Two of the keepers of the prifon were difpatched to Jer- 
fey in order to alarm the people there; they gained the 
Jerley thore in about five minates alter the prifoners land- 
ed; Sheriff Morris, with four civil officers, went over to 
the Jerfeys with the fame intention, and landed in about 
half an hour after the prifoners. The clerk of the prifon 
was difpatched to give the alarm at Newark and Elrzabeth-

means of apprehending them, as the intention of the pri- 
foners keeping in a body will foon difcover their route.
